GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


INFORMAL ENTRIES—On June 14, 1961, the House of Representatives passed 
H.R. 3668 without debate. This bill proposes to increase the aggregate value of a ship 
ment that may be imported under the intormal entry procedure from $250 to $400 As 
previously reported, the National Council of American Importers has registered its oppo- 
sition to this bill because present provisions for importations under an informal entr) 
are adequate and if the value of a shipment that may be imported on this basis is 
increased, it would create opportunities for abuse of regular customs and valuation 
procedures to the detriment of established importers who have to make formal entries 
In accordance with this view, the National Council has requested that the Senate Com 
mittee on Finance, to which this bill has been referred, hold public hearings on this 
important measure. 

NAMES OF COMPLAINANTS IN DUMPING CASES—Over a year ago, in May 196 
the Bureau of Customs announced its proposal to (1) include in the formal notices of 
suspicion of dumping, the name of the person outside the Customs Service who complained 
to the Bureau about possible dumping; and (2) if the suspicion of dumping relates oni 
to certain shippers in a foreign country, to publish the names of such shippers also. At 
that time, the National Council of American Importers supported these proposals. Afte1 
considering them for over a year, the Bureau has now issued T.D. 55399 in which it 
adopts the second proposal in its original form, but makes a compromise in the first 
proposal In that Decision, the Bureau rules that its notices of suspicion of dumping

respects.” These two provisions are added to Section 14.6(e) of the Customs 
Kegulations, effective July 10, 1961 

MARITIME STRIKE—A Federal Court has issued the 80-day injunction requested 
by the President under the Taft-Hartley Act against striking marine unions. According 

present calculations, this injunction expires September 21, 1961. 

TARIFF BILLS IN THE CONGRESS—The Congress has acted on the following 
measures which contain provisions affecting the customs treatment of imported merchan- 
adise 

Public Law 87-59—As reported in the preceding issue of this bulletin, the Congress 
passed H.R. 1877 which, among other things, reduces the duty on imported hair of the 
Cashmere goat to the rates in effect prior to the termination of the trade agreement 
with Iran last August. The President signed this bill on Jume 27, 1961, making it Publi 
Law 87-59 Under its provisions, these reduced rates apply to Cashmere hair entered 
or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption on or after June 27, 1961, and to such 
hair covered by entries or withdrawals which had not been liquidated or the liquidation 
of which had not become final on that date The Bureau of Customs has issued T.D. 55415 
calling the attention of all customs officials to the provisions of the new law 

H.R. 4449--This bill has been passed by the House of Representatives, and is now 
in the Senate Committee on Finance It proposes to admit free of duty certain articles 
for religious purposes under the provision of paragraph 1774, Tariff Act of 1930. 

H.R. 4591—This bill proposes to extend to June 30, 1962, the existing suspension of 
luty on certain types of metal scrap. It was passed by the House on June 20th. When 
t got to the Senate Committee on Finance, however, that Committee added a rider to 
it proposing to admit fresh, chilled, or frozen horsemeat free of duty. With this amend- 
ment, H.R. 4591 was passed by the Senate on June 29th. The House must accept this 
amendment before the bill can be sent to the President for his signature 

H.R. 6611, which proposes to reduce duty-free exemptions for returning residents

from $500 to $100 until July 1, 1963, has been passed by the House, and approved by the 
Senate Committee on Finance. This Committee, however, amended the bill by increasing 
duty-free allowances to $200 for returning residents arriving directly or indirectly 
from the United States Virgin Islands, provided that at least $100 worth was acquired in 
islands. With this amendment, H.R. 6611 is now pending in the Senate. Senator 
of New York has announced that when the Senate begins consideration of this 
will introduce another amendment to it to increase the amount of gifts foreign 
visitors to the United States could bring in without payment of duty. 

S. 1747 provides, among other things, for increases in the duty on imports of lead 
and zine. Public hearings on it will open on July 25, 1961, before the Subcommittee on 
Minerals, Materials, and Fuels of the Senate Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs. 

INTERNATIONAL MAILS—I[ffective July 1, 1961, higher rates and fees became appli- 
cable on international mails. Among these is the increase in first class letter mail to all 
countries other than Canada and Mexico to 11 cents for the first ounce, and 7 cents for 
each additional ounce First class air mail rates to the countries in the Caribbean and 
Central America were increased from 10¢ to 13¢ per half ounce, and to the countries 
of South America from 10¢ to 15¢ per half ounce. There are also increases in the rates 
applied to printed matter, parcel post, special delivery, and other services. On first 
class letter mail and air mail to Canada and to Mexico, the domestic rates continue to 
apply 


DEVELOPMENTS AFFECTING IMPORTED COMMODITIES 
TEXTILES AND TEXTILES MANUFACTURES—On June 16, 1961, the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization ordered an investigation to determine whether or not textiles and 
textile manufactures are being imported in such quantities and under such circumstances 
as to threaten to impair the national security As previously reported, ten domestic 
associations filed an application with the OCDM for action to restrict imports of these 
articles under the national security provisions in Section 8 of the Trade Agreements 
Extension Act of 1958 

The Department of State held a meeting on June 19, 1961, on United States Govern- 
ment plans for implementing that part of the President's 7-point program of assistance 
to the textile industry announced May 2, 1961, which calls for an early international 
conference of the principal textile exporting and importing countries to adopt measures 
designed to avoid disruption of established industries. It was explained by the Depart- 
ment of State that any quotas established by the United States on a unilateral basis 
would have major political and economic disadvantages. 

At the invitation of the Department of State, the National Council of American 
Importers was represented at this meeting. 

BROOMS—<According to instructions the Bureau of Customs has sent to collectors of 
customs and appraisers of merchandise, imported household brooms must be stamped or 
otherwise marked on the handle with the country of origin approximately one foot above 
the head of the wiring so that the marking will not be covered or concealed by the 
importer’s or seller's label. If the handles are to be painted in the United States, the 
stamping must be deep enough to remain legible after such painting. This requirement 
shall not apply to brooms imported with a brand label indicating the country of origin 
already affixed.

sales or purchases as a political weapon, 
threatening many businesses and overseas 
investments. And it recommends that 
countries subjected to trading pressures 
by the Sino-Soviet bloc be eranted emer- 
gency access for the sale of their products 
in markets of develoned countries. This 
last proposal might work when there are 
developed nations that require the prod- 
ucts offered. 

It is probablv that some aspects of the 
“New International Trade Policy,” set 
forth in the revort of the Committee on 
Commercial Policy of the United States 
Council of the ICC will be fulfilled soon. 
Others will take longer time than now 
contemplated to fulfill, Among those 
recommendations which we may see ef- 
fective soon are the encouragement of 
imports of raw materials by us and friend- 
ly nations from the developing countries; 
the expansion of the U. S. Investment 
Guarantee Plan when large sums of 
American private capital are supplied to 
the developing nations, and the extension 
of export credits. But tariff reductions 
and the application of “serious injury” 
will take a longer time. The extension of 
Western trade with the Soviet Union will 
depend on political relations. 

There is no doubt, however, that the 
report of the Committee on Commercial 
Policy of the U. S. Council of the ICC is 
a valuable document, and the members of 
the committee should be commended for 
its preparation.

INVOICING OF MANUFACTURES OF COTTON: 
ABOLISHMENT OF CUSTOMS FORM 5517 

PURPOSE—To eliminate the requirement for submission of Form 5517 when special 
customs invoices are in terms required by the entry. 

BACKGROU ND—Additional invoicing information for manufactures of cotton was 
required by T.D. 54380 to enable customs officers to report more detailed data to the 
Bureau of the Census for their use and the use of the Tariff Commission than was at 
the time required to be shown on the entry for such manufactures. Customs Form 551i 
was provided for such purpose Since the issuance of T.D. 54380, statistical reporting 
requirements governing data to be shown on the entries have been expanded. Informa- 
tion now shown on entries at the time of entry to comply with U.S.LD. Annotated for 
Statistical Reporting covers the expanded data previously obtained from Customs Form 
5517. Therefore, an invoice which is prepared in such terms satisfies the provisions of 
T.D. 54380 and obviates the need for Form 5517, which was initiated to permit its use 
in furnishing additional invoicing data for manufactures of cotton. 

ACTION—Customs Form 5517 is hereby abolished Remaining supplies of that Form 
shall be destroyed

MARKING: COUNTRY OF ORIGIN—WELDING FITTINGS, 
WELDING FLANGES 

PURPOSE—To provide specific methods of marking of the name of the country of 
origin to assure that the marking will remain on imported welding fittings and welding 
flanges until they reach the ultimate purchaser in the United States, unless such articles 
are imported under circumstances in which one of the exceptions from marking provided 
for in section 304(a)(3) of the act, as amended, is applicable. 

BACKGROUND—Welding fittings and welding flanges are required to be marked 
with the name of the country of origin by means of diesinking, raised lettering, or 
by metal tags welded to the fitting upon which the name of the country of origin 
appears in raised letters or diesinking (Bureau of Customs Circular Letter No. 3089; 
Supplement No. 1 and Supplement No. 2.) It has been found that the marked metal tags 
that are welded to the welding fittings and welding flanges are not remaining on the 
articles until they reach the ultimate purchaser. 

ACTION—Marking of the name of the country of origin by means of metal tags 
welded to welding fittings and welding flanges shall no longer be acceptable for purposes 
of section 304 of the act, as amended.

MARKING: COUNTRY OF ORIGIN—HOSE, RUBBER 


PURPOSE—To provide for the marking of the country of origin on hose made of 
rubber with fabric, yarn, wire, or plastic in a manner to assure that the marking will 
remain on the hose until it reaches the ultimate purchaser 

BACKGROUND—Hose imported on reels or in coils is being 
conspicuous and permanent manner with the country of origin on one end of the hose 
After a length of hose containing this marking is cut from the coil or reel there is no 
longer any marking on the hose to inform subsequent purchasers of the country of 
origin of the hose ; 

ACTION—Subject to the exceptions from marking provided for in section 304(a)(3), 
Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, the hose described shall be marked to indicate the English 
name of the country of origin in letters of sufficient size to make a legibile and con- 
spicuous marking. The marking shall be placed on the hose at intervals of approximately 
10 feet by molding or vulcanizing it onto the hose while it is being manufactured or 
by some other equally permanent method so that the markine will remain legible and 
conspicuous until the hose reaches the ultimate purchaser in the United States. 

EFFECTIVE DATE—The provisions of the circular are being abstracted and pub- 
lished in the weekly Treasury Decisions and shall become effective as to entries for 
consumption or warehouse made after October 17, 1961. (B/L March 2—EV.)
